LONDON, Sept. 14 (AP).—Pre- 
mier Stalin announced tonight the 
capture of Praga, eastern suburb 
of Warsaw across the Vistula 
River from the Polish capital. 

The Germans already had ac- 
knowledged that the Russians had 
driven into the streets of Praga. 

Marshal Konstantin. Rokossov- 
sky’s troops stormed up to the 
bridge sites leading to Warsaw) 
after a “prolonged and stubborn” 
battle, Stalin said in a broadcast 
order of the day recorded by the 
Soviet monitor. The Vistula at 
this point is 450 to 660 yards wide.

Americans Blast Holes in 
Nazi Fortified Posi- 
tions at Six Places 
Along 150-MHe Front 
—Big Drive Shaping.

LONDON, Sépt. 14 (AP).— 
Slugging American offensives 
broke through the first line of 
the Siegfried belt of defenses 
near Aachen and tore gaping 
holes in German fortified po- 
sitions at five other places 


along a 150-mile front today. 

Midway between Aachen and 
Trier, a third American force ad- 
vanced eight miles across the Ger- 
man border onto high ground in 
the area of Prum, a highway town 
50 miles from Coblenz. 

Berlin broadcasts acknowledged 
that breakthroughs threatened two 


defense bastions—Aachen in Ger- 
many, and Nancy, below the Mo- 
selle—from two sides. North of 
Aachen, the Germans said, the 
Doughboys broke through at 
Maastricht, in Holland, and drove 
to the northern approaches of the 
key Siegfried Line city, forcing 
the Nazis to fall back to Valken- 
burg, 12 miles northwest of 
Aachen. 

The first great assault on 
German soil was developing as 
the Doughboys plowed forward 
through terrain muddied by all- 
night rains and pocked with shell 
holes from a thunderous prelimi- 
nary barrage. 


First Line Cracked.

Reading in the Post-Dispatch of the 
progressive measures taken in teaching 
St. Louis school children to read, I 
sought in vain for mention of the method 
which is proving successful in the Nash- 
ville (Tenn.) schools.

One girl had been 
unable to graduate because she could 
not meet the reading requirements, but 
in four months after drills with this 
method, she was graduated with honors.

Dewey and MacArthur 


In his speech before the G. O. P. convention, 


accepting the nomination, Gov. Dewey said: 


The military conduct of the war is outside 
the campaign. It is and must remain com- 
pletely out of politics. Gen. Marshall and 
Adm. King are doing a superb job. Thank 
God for both of them. 


Let me make it crystal clear that a change 
of administration next January cannot and 
will not involve any change in the military 
conduct of the war, If there is not now any 
civilian interference with the military and 
naval commands, a change in administration 
will not alter that status. If there is civilian 
interference, the new administration will put 
a stop to it forthwith. 


It is interesting to read these words in the: 


light of Gov. Dewey’s .remarks of yesterday at 
Valentine, Neb., concerning Gen, MacArthur. 
Though he did not directly suggest MacArthur 
as the overall commander of the Pacific theater, 
he did say that adequate recognition of Gen. 
MacArthur’s talents is long overdue. He paid 
extraordinary tribute to MacArthur and he 
implied that the General had been penalized 
because of political differences between Mac- 
Arthur and the administration. 

Now that Gen. MacArthur is no longer a 
political threat to President Roosevelt, said 
Dewey, it would seem appropriate that his 
magnificent talent be given greater scope and 
recognition. He added that “adequate recognition 
commensurate with Gen. MacArthur's talents 
is long overdue.” 

Is this not to put the military conduct of the 
war squarely into the campaign? Is this not 
to inject civilian interference into the military 
and naval commands? Worse, is it not to inject 
politics into the question of leadership in the 
Pacific? Gen. MacArthur himself, in the famous 
exchange of letters with Representative Miller 
of Nebraska, showed himself not above playing 
politics. It was an inept kind of politics, too, 
because the MacArthur presidential boom col- 
lapsed like a wet firecracker after the letters 
were published. 

But now the Republican presidential candidate, 
after promising in his first ‘speech -that the 
military conduct of the war is outside the cam- 
paign, makeg an issue of Gen. MacArthur’s status. 
Gov. Dewey does himself no good by this china 
shop performance; but far more important, he 
has done disservice to the country and the con- 
duct of the war by his unfortunate remarks.

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Italian Help for the Allies 


In Winston Churchill’s address last month to 
the Italian people, published on this page today, 
hé expressed gratification that “large new Italian 
forces will soon join the Allied armies.” The 
statement indicates Allied leadership is finding 
that the Italians fight better than they did in the 
dismal days when they were bound to the Axis 
cause by their Fascist leader, Mussolini. 

This is confirmed by military men on the 
scene, Maj. Gen. Browning, an officer of the 
Allied Control Commission, declared recently: 
“The Italian Army has been reorganized out of 
chaos. It has co-operated loyally with us....I 
want the Italian Army to get its just measure 
of praise, not only in the press of Italy, but also 
in the minds of the Allies.” Says a British of- 
ficer, Air Vice Marshal Bowen-Buscarlet: “The 
Italian air force has considerable results to its 
credit, and its significant contributions to the Al- 
lies’ war effort should never be forgotten.” As to 
the Italian Patriots, or Partisans, Col. C. D. Mc- 
Carthy says: “Many Patriots have acted with 
extreme bravery.” 

The Italian, rated as an inferior soldier when 
on the Axis side, is doing much to redeem his 
reputation, now that he hag a chance to fight 
against Fascism. This is another favorable sign 
for the eventual creatfon of a peaceful, democratic 
Italy.

Is he sure he doesn’t 
really mean two Roosevelts? 
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The Title Fits 


Anent the sneerg floating around Washington 
about the title given Lt. Cmdr. J. A. Krug, the 
new top man of the War Production Board, those 
who know him insist that Acting Chairman fits 
him like a glove, because “Cap” Krug is a man 
of action, and he can be expected to get things 
done, 

He has a double background of engineering and 
bureaucracy, in the best sense of the word, The 
utility commissions of Wisconsin and Kentucky 
and the Federal Power Commission trained him 
in utility rate and valuation techniques. In 1937, 
he became the chief power engineer for the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority—no mean task, because 
he had to devise rate structures which would large- 
ly increase the load on the TVA lines and, at the 
same time, be fair to the small householder and 
to the manufacturer buying great volumes of 
power for aluminum, electric furnace or other 
thermal use. In 1940, TVA lent him to the Of- 
fice of Production Management, and he worked 
for it and its successor, WPB, until late last year. 

His initial tasks involved allocating the avail- 
able men and materials for expanding, improv- 
ing or repairing the nation’s electrical power 
plant. From the start, he was under sharp at- 
tack by public power extremists and private pow- 
er moguls, but he stood like a rock against the 
attacks of both extremes, and is due much of the 
credit for the expansion of our power generating 
and distributing system to meet war production 
needs. No wonder increasingly onerous tasks 
came to his hands. 

Krug sought to avoid the factional sniping and 
sharpshooting which has characterized WPB since 
its creation, but was in the line of fire between 
Eberstadt and Wilson, and a little later his sup- 
port of the Nelson philosophy of WPB operation 
caught the attention of the Wilson machine-gun 
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squads. Krug is but 37 years old, sought no draft 
deferment and Executive Vice Chairman Wilson 
announced he was unwilling to ask the President 
to intervene. Thereupon Krug cut the Gordian 
knot by resigning as Vice Chairman and going 
into the Navy. 

In these last few months, he has seen active 
service abroad, and must have returned with 
reluctance to the code duello of the bureaucratic 
wars on the home front. Yet it is as plain asa 
pikestaff that he can serve his country better by 
straightening out WPB. 

Krug has a habit of putting first things first, 
and then throwing his weight effectively to have 
them come through. He returns to the problem 
of balancing the stimulation of production for 
peace with the necessity of a continuing supply 
for what is left of the shooting war in Europe. 
“Cap” Krug has a hard fist to back up a quick, 
exact mind, and the billingsgate brigade may be 
shot at sunrise. Under him, decision will be the 
order of.the day.

A Democratic Platform Error 


On the whole, the State Democratic and Re- 
publican platforms just framed by the candidates’ 
conventions at Jefferson City are timid, tired, 
sidestepping, pussyfooting documents. 

Both specialize in sweeping generalities, and 
indorse such strictly non-controversial policies 
as fair play for returning soldiers, good admin- 
istration of State affairs and a sound educa- 
tional system. In the time-honored manner, the 
Democrats praise the national administration 
and blast the State administration, while the 
Republicans do just the reverse. Candidates on 
both sides in their speeches made much of the 
charge that the opposition is hopelessly bossa- 
ridden, but the two sets of platform framers con- 
sidered this too hot a potato to become a formal 
issue, so neither document mentions it. 

The merits, or lack of them, are even most of 

the way in the two platforms, but on one im- 
portant subject the Republicans have a decidedly 
better appeal to the voters than their rivals. 
That subject is the Constitutional Convention, 
on which the G. O. P. platform bestows congrat- 
ulationg for its progress, and a recommendation 
that the people consider its work carefully. The 
Democratic platform doesn’t mention the conven- 
tion. 
Do the Democrats mean to let .the Republicans 
claim the credit for achieving the long-needed 
revision of Missouri's archaic Constitution? That 
would be neither sound politics nor sound logic, 
for the convention is a bipartisan function, and 
both parties can look to its achievement with 
pride. Surely Democratic speakers, in the course 
of the campaign, will try to make good their 
platform error by indorsing the convention's 
work and urging the voters’ support. 
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A Fizzle 


Unless court action upsets the action of the 
State Convention, the Texas revolt against Presi- 
dent Roosevelt hag fizzled out. The revolt, begun 
last spring, was designed to subvert the will 
of the voters by a resolution declaring that presi- 
dential electors were not bound to support the 
party nominees. This resolution, passed at the 
State Convention in May, has now been canceled. 
Likewise, the Secretary of State is directed to 
expunge the list of electors filed then and to 
substitute a new set of electors. 

If the action of the spring convention had been 
allowed to stand, the traditional practice of 
electing the President by popular vote would 
have been challenged. The electoral college, 
originally designed to exercise its independent 
choice, has been merely a vestigial organ of 
government for 150 years. The anti-Roosevelt 
Texas Democrats, unable to oppose Roosevelt 
effectively any other way, decided on the trick 
of reviving the dead powers of the electoral 
college. 

It does not matter whether such action was 
taken by anti-Roosevelt forces or anti-Dewey 
forces. What is important is that the Texas 
crowd wanted to take the power to elect the 
President away from the people. Perhaps it 
would have been better if their attempt had 
succeeded, because, if it had, from one end of 
the cOuntry to the other would have come an 
irresistible demand for something that should 
have been done long ago, namely, abolition of 
the electoral college. 
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Contribution by Lewis 

President Roosevelt, says John L. Lewis, is 
out to “smear” members of his United Mine 
Workers; his administration is “completely dom- 
inated by the biggest corporations;” he vetoed 
the Smith-Connally antistrike act not because 
it was oppressive but because it was too mild; 
above all, he is plotting to destroy the right of 
collective bargaining. To farmers and Congress- 
men who think the administration ig too easy 
on labor, to corporation executives who think 
it is too hard on business, to all who remember 
that labor won collective bargaining under it, 
this is indeed a strange language. 

But it is not a new language, and it would 
come with more authority from other mouths, 
It will be read in the light of Mr. Lewis’ own 
record, much of which is remembered all too 
vividly. His union itself is big business, and he 
has not stayed 25 years its monarch without 
some of the methods he alleges against Mr, 
Roosevelt. 

In the current Mine Workers’ convention, for 
example, though he did not personally swing a 
fist in breaking up a meeting held by a rival 
candidate for the union presidency, he did later 
seem to defend the act by saying that the rival 
had been “hired” to run against him by Earl 
Browder, Sidney Hillman and President Roose- 
velt—which comes pretty close to being a mas- 
terpiece of smearing. 

And he hurled kingly defiance: “No lace- 
pantied gigolos are going to dethrone John L. 
Lewis at his own convention.” Dictatorship 
within Mr. Lewis’ union is evidently no dictator- 
ship at all. 

Beyond a possible faint amusement at the 
perennial vaporings, bystanders may wonder 
what Mr. Lewis’ words are contributing toward 
this year’s presidential campaign. They may 
have added a little heat, but assuredly they have 
brought no new light.

Churchill to the Italian People

British Prime Minister, leaving their country after recent visit, 
extended encouragement and hope to Italiane; promised “priceless 
gift of freedom” after the war, and warned against letting Fascists 
return; practical tests for determining the existence of liberty. 


Official Text of Address in Italy by Winston Churchill on Aug. 28, 
Released by OWI 


On leaving the shores of Italy after a 
profoundly interesting and instructive visit, 
I should like to send a few words of en- 
couragement and hope to the Italian peo- 
ple. I was most deeply touched by the 
extraordinary kindness with which I was 
welcomed in all the 
villages and small 
towns through which 
I have driven in tra- 
versing the entire 
front. 

There is no doubt 

that in the zone of 
the armies, the rela- 
tions of the Italians 
with the British, 
American and other 
Allies are of the 
most friendly and co- 
operative character. 
The same is true of 
all the rest of the 
liberated territory. 

Of course, owing to 
the hard conditions 
of war, the _disor- 
ganization caused by 
the demolitions of 
the enemy, the shortage of shipping and 
transport, much hardship may arise in 
particular places. I have given directions 
to the British representatives in the var- 
ious international bodies concerned to do 
their utmost, in harmony with their col- 
leagues, to meet these difficulties, and I 
am sure these efforts will be warmly sup- 
ported by our Allies. 

At the end of the war in Europe, which 
may not be so far off as was formerly ex- 
pected, there is one gift which will cer- 
tainly be given to Italy when normal con- 
ditions are restored—the priceless gift of 
freedom. 


Countries of Two Types 


Tt has often been said that countries are 
divided into two classes—one, where the 
people own the Government, and the other, 
where the Government own the people. 


Italy has suffered a long period of gov- 
ernmental tyranny under the Fascist re- 
gime, which has terminated in frightful 
disaster and most cruel suffering by the 
Italian people. Italy would be very un- 
wise to let herself again fall into the 
clutches of the Fascist totalitarian system 
in any guise in which it might present 
itself. 


Such systems of governmental tyranny 
breed in the conditions of social disloca- 
tion, economic hardship and moral depres- 
sion which follow in the wake of war and 
defeat. It is at such crises in their his- 
tory that the peoples should be most on 
guard against insidious grasp for power, 
and most zealous in the preservation of 
their liberties. 


When a nation has allowed itself to fall 
into a tyrannical regime, it cannot be ab- 
solved from.the penalties for the crimes 
of-that regime, and naturally we cannot 
forget the circumstances of Mugsolini’s at- 
tack on France and Great Britain when 
we were at our weakest and people thought 
that Great Britain would sink forever. 


But in the main, speaking for the Brit- 
ish—-though the other victorious Allies 
would have to have a eay in this—I believe 
that the British nation will be happy to 
see the day when Italy, once again free 


and progressive, takes her place among the 
peace-loving nations. 


It has been said that the price of free- 
dom is eternal vigilance. The question 
arises: What is freedom? There are one 
or two quite simple practical tests by 
which it can be known in the modern 
world under conditions of peace, 


Is there a right to free expression of 
opinion and of opposition and criticism of 
the government of the day? 


Have the people the right to turn out 
a government of which they disapprove, 
and are constitutional means provided by 
which they can make their will apparent? 


Fairness in the Courts 


Are there courts of justice free from in- 
terference by the executive, free from all 
threats of mob violence and all associa- 
tions with any particular political party? 


Will these courts administer old and well- 
established laws which are associated in 
the human mind with broad principles of 
decency and justice? 


Will there be fair play for the poor, as 
well as the rich, the private person, as well 
as the government official? 


Will the rights of the individual, subject 
to his duties to the state, be maintained 
and asserted and exalted? 


Is the ordinary peasant or workman, 
earning his living by his daily toil and 
striving to bring up his family, free from 
the fear that some grim police organiza- 
tion under the control of a single party, 
like the Gestapo, started by the Nazi and 
Fascist parties, will tap him on the shoul- 
der arid pack him off, without fair or open 
trial, to bondage or ill treatment? 


These are some of the t. le deeds on 
which a new Italy could be founded. 


First Task: Expel Nazis 


After the last war, the Allies enabled 
Germany to set up a democratic and broad- 
ly based government under the Weimar 
Constitution. But all this was wrecked by 
Hitler and his tyrannical gang, with the 
result that miseries unmeasured have en- 
gulfed the German people, and another 
fearful war has engulfed the world. 


The first duty of all is to purge the soil 
of Italy from the foul German taint. This 
can be done only by hard fighting. I re- 
joice that large new Italian forces: will 
soon join the Allied armies, After this has 
been done, and the power of Hitlerism is 
broken forever, the responsibility will lie 
in Italy to make sure that no similar fate 
deprives her of the liberties she will gain 
at the end of this hard road of error and 
suffering. 

In Great Britain and the United States, 
the common man is not afraid of the state 
or the government. The freedom from this 
fear must never be overlooked. 

Hard work, strong resolve, high inspira- 
tion and, above all, true unity, will all be 
needed if Italy is to nourish her people 
and resume her place among the leading 
powers of Europe.

Comradeship of Fighting Men 
Is Theme of Excellent Novel 


“Valley of the Sky,” by Hobert Dougias Skidmore. 

(Houghton Mifflin Co., Boston.) 

In his first novel, Sgt. Skidmore has 
achieved something quite exceptional 
among books about this or any other war: 
he has made realizable to the noncombat- 
ant the strong sense of comradeship which 
develops among men working together in 
hazardous enterprise. 

This sense of comradeship is one of the 
few virtues of war. William James, the 
great Harvard psychologist, pointed out 
30-odd years ago in an essay, “The Moral 
Equivalent of War,” that if we would have 
peace, we must provide for the peaceful 
cultivation of such esprit de corps. It is 
strange, then, that so few novels of war 
have dealt with it at all satisfactorily. 

The reason, I believe, is that writers are 
usually individualists, accustomed to soli- 
tary work; even when their talents are not 
engaged far behind the lines, they are less 
comrades than observers. Not so with Sgt. 
Skidmore. 

He has flown and fought with some such 
ship as the Heartless Harpy, the heroine 
of his book: and he knows how such a 
ship, and the danger of her missions, can 
bind together men of the most diverse 
backgrounds by a sense of common pur- 
pose and shared danger. 

- * a 

The 10 men who make up the crew of 
the Harpy are well individualized—Pon, 
the flight engineer; Kris, the scholarly 
navigator; Johnny and Mike and Norry 
and Walt and Chief, the gunners, and the 
pilot and co-pilot. 

Something of their past and of their 
characters ig shown for each; yet, difser- 
ent as they are, they are alike: they talk 
authentic Army slang and they engage in 
the kind of bantering that brings men 
close together under the guise of keeping 
them apart. While they live this commu- 
nal life, each is really preoccupied most of 
the time with the affairs of his private 
life. Few writers have shown that they 
understand fully this dualism. 

The pathos of remembered things pro- 
vides much of the sadness and much of 
the beauty of this little book: so, too, does 
the pathos of little things—of hours spent 
gathering and lishing sea-shelis for a 
necklace that may never reach the girl 
for whom it is intended. 

Such remembeyed things, such Ifitle 
things, convey the author’s profound re 
spect for the fighting man—for his hu- 
manity and his kindness, his sacrifice and 
his courage. Few will read this book with- 
out experiencing a deep respect and grati- 
tude for these soldiers and their sure but 
unpretentious faith.

The Picayune was the South's first penny 
paper. One of its founders, George W. Ken- 
dall, broke journalistic ground by covering 
the Mexican War in person, and the news- 
paper has steadily held the prestige it then 
gained. Mr. Dabney’s book blends New Or- 
leans and national history with newspaper 
history, tying together historical events and 
such episodes as bees swarming on a traffic

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Text of Romanian-Allied Armistice |

Continued From Page One. 


Hungary or to their citizens or to 
persons living in those countries 
or occupied territory without the 
permission of the Allied Soviet su- 
preme command. This property 
will be kept according to proced- 
ure to be determined by the Allied 
Soviet supreme command, 

9. The Government and supreme 
command of Romania undertake 
to hand over to the Allied Soviet 
supreme command all ships be- 
longing to the United Nations ‘in 
Romanian ports, irrespective of 
who controls the ports, for the use 
of the Allied Soviet supreme com- 
mand for the duration of the war 
against Germany and Hungary in 
the common interests of the Allies, 
to be consequently returned to 
their owners. 

The Romanian Government 
bears all material responsibilities 
for any damage or destruction to 
the above-mentioned property up 
to the moment of handing it over 
to the Allied Soviet command, 


Payments by Romania. 


10. The Romanian Government 
must regularly pay in Romanian 
currency the money required by 
the Allied Soviet supreme com- 
mand for execution of its func- 
tions and must also secure, if 
necessary, utilization of industrial 
and transport enterprises, com- 
munications, power stations, fuel 


supplies, food supplies and other | 
territory 


materials on Romanian 
and provide services in accordance 
with instructions issued by the 
Allied Soviet supreme command, 
Romanian merchant ships in Ro- 
manian and foreign waters will 
be subject to operative control of 
the Allied Soviet supreme com- 
mand to be utilized in the com- 
mon interest of the Allies. 

11. Damage inflicted on the So- 
viet Union by military operations 
and occupation of Soviet territory 
by Romania will be repaid by Ro- 
mania to the Soviet Union. Tak- 
ing into consideration the fact 
that Romania did not simply get 
out of the war, but declared war 
on and is in fact conducting war 
against Germany and Hungary, 
both sides agree that repayment 
for these damages will be paid 
by Romania in part, not in full, 
namely in the sum of 300,000,000 
American dollars to be paid over 
six years in goods, oil products, 
grain, timber, sea and river ships, 
various machinery, et cetera, 

Romania will repay damages 
caused to property of other Allied 
states and to their citizens in Ro- 
mania during the war, the amount 
of repayment to be established 
later 

12. The Romanian Government 
undertakes to return to the Soviet 
Government at dates fixed by the 
Allied Soviet supreme command 
in complete order all valuables 
and materials taken out of the 
Soviet Union during the war be- 
longing to state, communal and 
co-operative organizations and 
factories, institutions or individ- 
uals, such as equipment of facto- 
ries, locomotives, freight cars, 
tractors, automobiles, historic 
monuments, museum articles and 
any other property. 

War Crimes Punishments. 

13. The Government of Ro- 
mania undertakes to restore all 
the legal rights and interests of 
the United Nations and their na- 
tionals on Romanian territory as 
they existed before the war and 
also to return their property in 
full order, 

14. The Government and _  su- 
preme command of Romania un- 
dertake to co-operate with the Al- 
lied Soviet supreme command in 
detaining persons accused of war 
crimes and in trying these per- 
sons, 

15. The Romanian Government 
undertakes immediately to dis- 
solve all pro-Hitlerite, Fascist po- 
litical, military, militarized and 
other organizations on Romanian 
territory conducting propaganda 
hostile to the United Nations and 
in particular to the Soviet Union 
and not to permit in the future 
the existence of organizations of 
this type. 

16. The publication, importation 
and distribution in Romania of 
periodical and nonperiodical lit- 
erature, the staging of theater 
shows and films, the work of 
radio stations, posts, telegraph 
and telephone will be carried out 
by agreement with the Allied 
Soviet supreme command (see 
appendix), 

17. The Romanian civil admin- 
istration being restored through- 
out those parts of Romania at a 
distance not less than 50 to 100 
kilometers from the front line, 
depending on territorial condi- 
tions, Romanian administrative 
}organs undertake to fulfill, in the 
interest of the _ restoration of 
peace and security, the instruc- 
tions of the Allied Soviet high 
command issued with a view to 
securing the execution of these 
armistice conditions.

18. An Allied control commis- 
sion will be set up which will 
‘undertake for the period until

CHICAGO, Sept. 14 (AP).——Wheat, corn 
and rye were weak in late futures trading to- 
day, but oats and barley were firm to strong 
in quiet markets. 

Surprisingly low prices, as much as 13%c 
below the ceiling, were quoted for corn when 
trading in futures of that grain was resumed 
today. A flood of selling orders was in the 
market af the opening and buyers backed aw 
The market steadied later on support from local 
traders. 

The trade in corn unsettled other markets in 
the early trade. 

In the wheat market there still was a con- 
fille. between bearish supply conditions and 
Government support. Trade sources said sub- 
stantial short covering apparentiy had weak- 
ened the marke’. 

The rye market was nervous throughout the 
day. Commission house absorption caused a 
rally after mid-session, but offerings increased 
on the bulge and prices again dropped. 

Commission houses turned buyers tn the oats 
pit and prices were strong in a heavy trade. 
Some of the advance was attributed to a ile 
increase in the Canadian export tax on oats 
and firmer Eastern cash markets. 

At the close wheat was 4c to 1 
than yesterday's finish, September 
Oats were unchanged to 2% higher, Se

Much of the trading interest was eentered 
in the corm futures market, reopened after «@ 
15-month suspension ordered when the War 
Food Administration directed that all eorm at 
this market and at 80 other terminals and 
sub-terminais be held for allocation to proces- 


sors. 

Celling price for corn futures has been set 
at $1.1 , the maximum for No. 1 yellow 
cash grain, plus 1%c merchandising charge 
and le commission. Al) deliveries are to- 
made on en ‘‘in store’’ basis, with the buyer 
to pay both the elevation and loading-qut 
charees. 

Commodity credit corporation purchases of 
domestic wheat since July 1, Government 
sources reported, total approximately 64,711,- 
000 bushels, almost 75 per cent of the amount 
bought during the entire 1943-44 erop year. 
CCC officials said purchases would diminish 
after September, when the bulk of the crop 
has heen moved to market. 

CCC also announced that grewers had im- 
pounded 15,565,000 Wushels of 1944 wheat 
under the Federal loan during the last two 
weeks of August, raising total loan holdings 
of new grain to 53, ,205 bushels, near 
10 million in excess of last year's stocks.

HILLMAN CALLS ON 
LABOR 10 WORK 
HARD FOR VOTES 


Tells UAW ‘You Can Be 


Decisive Factor in 


Elections’ in Many 
States. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Sept. 
14 (AP).—Urging greater partici- 
pation by labor in election cam- 
paigns, Sidney Hillman, chairman 
of the CIO Political Action Com- 
mittee, asserted here today that 
“there is only one way to get what 
you want, and that is to work for 


it—day and night, from now until 
Nov. 7.” 

“In many states you can be the 
decisive factor in the election,” he 
told delegates to the CIO United 
Automobile Workers national con- 
vention. “If you do the same kind 
of job in political action that you 
have done in war production, vic- 
tory is sure and it will be your 
victory.” 

The real fight for freedom will 
just be beginning when a mili- 
tary victory in the war is won, 
Hillman said. “The fight for free- 
dom does not end with the sur- 
render of Germany and Japan. It 
begins there.” 


G. O. P. and Social Progress. 


Social progress in this country 
came to a full stop during the 
Harding, Coolidge and Hoover ad- 
ministrations, Hillman said, add- 
ing that the Federal Government 
“assumed no _ responsibility for 
employment, working conditions, 
unemployment insurance and the 
general welfare of the popula- 
tion.” 

“Today,” he continued, “the Re- 
publicans can no longer challenge 
these social gains on the grounds 
of constitutionality. Instead they 
geek to undermine them under the 
slogan of ‘protecting states’ 
rights’.” 

On the subject of reconversion 
of industry to peacetime produc- 
tion, Hillman said “If we are to 
believe the Republican platform, 
the Old Guard proposes, before 
turning over the problem to busi- 
ness leadership, to do a thorough- 
going job of creating anarchy and 
disorder.” 


A Republican-controlled foreign 
policy would mean “once more 
trying to flood the world with our 
goods while at the same time de- 
nying to the world the means of 
paying for them,” he asserted. 

Hillman said that no matter how 
hard Gov. Thomas E, Dewey “may 
try to make it appear as if there 
had never been any basic differ- 
ence between him and President 
Roosevelt on foreign policy, the 
Republican party's foreign policy 
is once more dictated by Herbert 
Hoover and the Old Guard.” 


3 No-Strike Stands Beaten. 

The UAW delegates rejected a 
proposal to reaffirm the union’s 
wartime no-strike pledge and 
shunted the issue back into com- 
mittee. 


The unofficial count was: to re- 
affirm the pledge, 4699; opposing 
the resolution, 5075. 

Members of the resolutions com- 
mittee left the platform, appar- 
ently to begin drafting a new pro- 
posal, even before the roll call 
was completed. 

Earlier today the convention 
shelved an attempt to modify the 
pledge and yesterday the delegates 
voted down a proposal to rescind 
it 


The middie-of-the-road plan, 
championed by labor’s well-known 
Reuther brothers, would keep the 
no-strike pledge in effect in all 
war plants until both Germany 
and Japan are beaten, but would 
not apply to plants engaged in 
civilian production after the war 
in Europe is over. 

The revocation resolution, which 
also provided for a referendum on 
the question by the union’s 1,200,- 
000 members, was defeated by a 
vote of 6463 to $801.

PLANS MADE TO RE-ESTABLISH 
LUTHERAN CHURCH IN RUSSIA 


Efforts will be made following 
the war to re-establish the Luther- 
an Church in Russia, it was an- 
nounced yesterday at the conclu- 
sion of a two-day meeting of 32 
district presidents of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Synod of Mis- 
souri, Ohio and other states. 

The meeting, held at Concordia 
Publishing House, 3558 South Jef- 
ferson avenue, appropriated 
$5,000,000 for postwar rehabilita- 
tion and reconstruction in Europe 
and other countries in which the 
war is being fought. The money 
is in addition to a-regular $2,500,- 
000 mission appropriation, and 
will be raised through voluntary 
offerings in the 5000 Evangelical 
Lutheran churches in the United 
States and Canada. 

Dr. L. Meyer, executive director 
of the synod’s planning council, 
said a group of students at Con- 
cordia Seminary is studying Rus- 
sian in preparation for postwar 
work there. At one time, 7,000,000 
Russians were Lutherans, Dr. 
Meyer said, and it is hoped that 
the church can become strong 
there again in view of the liberal- 
ized government attitude in re- 
gard to religion.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (AP). 
-—-The Army's Quartermaster Gen- 
eral sent out an urgent call today 
for turkey growers and processors 
to hurry their deliveries. 

Thanksgiving and Christmas 
dinners for millions of soldiers— 
“the holiday cheer they have so 
well earned’”—are at stake, said 
Maj. Gen. Edmund B. Gregory. 
Gregory reported that deliveries 
to quartermaster market centers 
and embarkation points were run- 
ning behind those of last year, 
when there were not nearly as 
many meals to plan.

NE of the most delicious ways 
0 to serve cooked pears is to 

poach them, This means cook- 
ing inathick syrup until just ten- 
der, To make them moat attractive, 
peel carefully, leaving a cap of 
skin at the stem end and also 
leave on the stem. Stand the pears 
up on end while cooking and ladle 
the hot syrup over the top of the 
pears as they boil gently in the 
syrup. When done, they will have 
a transparent appearance, If this 
preparation calls for too much of 
your precious sugar you can use 
half corn syrup and lf sugar 
syrup. The addition of a few 
cranberries at the last few min- 
utes adds a pleasing tart flavor, It 
is most important that the pears 
be cooked through or they will not 
hold their shape and color. 


Poached Pears, 

Dash of salt, one cup sugar, one- 
half cup water, two tablespoons 
lemon juice, four pears, one-half 
cup cranberriés, four whole cloves, 
Combine salt, sugar and water and 
lemon juice. Bring to a boil. Peel 
the pears, leaving the stem and a 
cap of skin at stem end. Place 
pears in hot sugar mixture and 
gently simmer. Turn pears occa- 
sionally as needed, and ladle syrup 
over pears. Cook until nearly ten- 
der, about 10 minutes. Add cran- 
berries and cloves to syrup and 
continue cooking five more min- 
utes.. Place each pear in an indi- 
vidual serving dish and pour 
sauce over each, Serve warm or 
chilled, as desired. Four servings.

Breakfast. 

Melon wedges, one honeydew 
melon, cool but not chilled; soft 
cooked eggs, four to six; whole 
wheat toast, eight slices; jam, 
homemade. 


Luncheon. 

Creamed ham and peas on whole 
wheat toast, make a medium white 
sauce from four tablespoons bacon 
or ham drippings, four tablespoons 
flour, one-half teaspoon salt and 
two cups milk. Cut one-half pound 
ham in small cubes or grind 
coarsely and one-half pound 
cooked fresh peas (left from 
Thursday dinner) and add to 
white sauce. Serve over toasted 
whole wheat bread cut into quar- 
ters. Mixed vegetable salad, one- 
half head lettuce, torn into serv- 
ing size pieces, one-half cup 
chopped parsley and two large to- 
matoes, diced. Mix with peppy 
French dressing. Sliced peaches, 
four to six peaches, chilled, su- 
gared and sliced. 


Dinner. 


Braised lamb shanks, four lamb 
shanks, one to one and one-half 
pound, Rub lamb shanks with a 
cut clove of garlic. Dredge in sea- 
soned flour (one-half cup flour, 
one teaspoon salt, one-eighth. tea- 
spoon pepper, one-eighth teaspoon 
paprika) and brown in one-fourth 
cup hot fat or drippings in skillet, 
Reduce heat, add one sliced medi- 
um onion and one cup of water or 
meat or vegetable stock, cover and 
simmer slowly untiltender. About 
one and one-half hours. Browned 
potatoes, one and one-half pounds, 
Peel and add whole to skillet with 
lamb. Turn to brown on all sides. 
Cook 30 to 45 minutes. Buttered 
spinach or greens, one pound, 
cooked, drained and buttered; 
tomatoes, cucumbers and onions, 
slice four large tomatoes, 
one large cucumber, one sweet 
onion. Serve with seasoned vine- 
gar dressing. Hard rolls, eight 
bought; poached pears, see recipe 
above; butter or fortified marga- 
rine used on all breads. Include 
in today’s menus, milk to drink: 
seven cups for children, three cups 
for adults. 


Peach Icebox Cake 


One small sponge cake or 12 
lady fingers; two cups milk; one 
and one-half tablespoons corn 
starch; one tablespoon lemon 
juice; four peaches; one-half cup 
sugar; two eggs; one-half tea- 
spoon vanilla; one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one-half cup water. 

Cook peaches, lemon juice, one- 
fourth cup of the sugar, salt and 
water together for five minutes, 
over low heat. Combine remain- 
ing sugar and corn starch, add 
scalded milk and beaten eggs and 
cook over boiling water until the 
mixture thickens. Remove from 
heat and add vanilla. Arrange a 
layer of cake or lady fingers in a 
shallow pan, top with half the 
peaches and half the sauce. Add 
the remaining cake and peaches 
and pour on the rest of the sauce. 
Chill for several hours before 
serving.

Plant Life Is 
Basic Source 
Of Nutrition

HEN and if the glorious day 
W comes when we can get a 

brand new car it will be dif- 
ficult to make a choice, or so I 
judge from some of the preliminary 
prophetic drawings and paintings 
of models which an enthusiastic 
car dealer showed me the other 
day. : 

“But still,” I said, “you haven’t 
got as good a machine as I have.” 

So he got huffy and wanted to 
know what I meant. So I told him 
about a machine that you poured 
fuel into three times a day and 
this kept it running, and qiled it, 
and repaired it when necessary 
and even gradually transformed 
it into next year’s model. 

He caught on that I was talking 
about the machine known ag the 
human body. 

He said it would be nice to have 
that kind of fuel. And I said— 
“Oh! that’s easy.” “What is it?” 
he asked. And I answered—‘Grass 
~—all flesh is grass.” 


THE CYCLE OF NATURE 
which produces living organisms 
and the energy of living organ- 
isms, starts with the sunshine and 
the air. Plants use these and are 
even more wonderful machines 
than animals in that they can use 
such simple substances and turn 
them into structure and life. The 
best physiological chemists have 
been baffled in trying to turn 
carbon dioxide, water and sunlight 
into carbohydrate. They can make 
soda water and that’s about all. 
They have, it is true, by great ef- 
fort succeeded in synthesizing 
more simple sugars, but at a cost 
of time, labor and money as to 
make them prohibitive. While 
the meanest flower that blows 
does this trick of synthesis with 
an ease and abundance that puts 
the machinery of the wise to 
shame, 

In the next step in the cycle of 
Nature this synthetic product of 
Plants is taken into the animal 
body and turned into calories— 
into energy. 

The animal body, of course, 
needs something else for its nu- 
trition—protein to build into flesh 
and this too the plant supplies, but 
not quite so surely or abundantly 
as it does carbohydrates. Besides 
carbon and oxygen the plant needs 
nitrogen for proteins. If one were 
inclined to carp at Nature one 
could point out that one of its 
major mistakes, if not its major 
mistake, was in not giving plants 
the power to take nitrogen out of 
the atmosphere, as they do carbo 
dioxide. ' 


IN ORDER TO BUILD their 
proteins they must get the nitro- 
gen from the soil. Some of the 
plants are very good at this—the 
legumes, and this is because of all 
living creatures only certain kinds 
of bacteria can remove nitrogen 
from the air and these bacteria in- 
habit nodules on the roots of the 
legume family. Leguminous plants 
so blessed—particularly soy beans 
—provide the most promising sub- 
stitute for animal foods—meat, 
egrs and milk—now known, 

The protein molecule is a huge 
loose structure made up of a num- 
ber of amino acids. Our edible 
plants furnish us with most of the 
essential amino acids and the ani- 
mal body synthesizes these into 
proteins of building blocks of the 
animal body. The building blocks 
are fairly easy to get from plants, 
but growth proteins are not s0 
certain on a purely vegetable diet, 
and for that reason we obtain them 
in practice mostly from animal 
foods, The lactating glands of ani- 
mals which produce food for the 
young—milk—and the reproduc- 
tive glands which produce the 
germ of the young—eggs, natural- 
ly contain these growth elements 
and we use them. 

Besides the energy and the pro- 
tein plants extract from the soll 
the calcium, phosphorus, sulphur, 
iron and vitamins which we need, 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

A. C.: My husband has a double 
rupture yet he bowls and plays 
ball.

Answer: He ought to be able to 
tell this much better than I. The 
questions are—“Is it enlarging?”

D. W. M.: Does a blood pressure 
test which, shows no elevation, 
and a thorough going over with a 
stethoscope with no trace of a 
murmur always indicate absence 
of heart disease? 

Answer: For practical purposes, 
yes. If pains around the heart are 
present there may be coronary 
artery disease without high blood 
pressure Or murmurs. The lectro- 
cardiograph might show some 
functional disorders, but these 
would not necessarily be serious.

Bearded Iris planted from the 
first of August until frost, bloom 
the following season during May 
and June. Some varieties bloom 
until the end of July, Dig ground 
around them to the depth of 2 
feet, pulverize soil and add bone 
meal to soil when transplanting. 
Never use manure as a fertilizer 
as it encourages Iris rot.

obs in the War 


Casualty Branch Tries to Humanize Task of Reporting Killed and Wounded

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13. 


VEN the toughest army offi- 
E cers fight back tears now and 

then when they get assigned 
to telling the folks at home about 
boys killed, wounded or missing 
in action overseas. 

If it isn’t relaying the heart- 
breaks that gets them, it’s the 
grateful notes from mothers who 
appreciate the way the news was 
broken, or fathers who live for 
the 15-day wounded progress re- 
ports and the magic news, “re- 
turned to duty.” 

Or maybe it’s the messages of 
cheer to boys in hospitals which 
relatives send in to be cabled over- 
seas. Like: “You have a_ son. 
(signed) Esther.” Or, “Daddy, I 
am four months old today.” 

The tears may be from anger, 
too, at the meanest, lowest people 
in the world—the ones who tele- 
phone false notifications of death 
to unsuspecting parents who dis- 
cover by calling Washington that 
they have been half-crazy with 
grief over very-much-alive boys. 

It’s hard to stay dry-eyed when 
the mail brings this from a father 
and mother just notified of their 
son’s death: 

“In these days of sorrow and 
sacrifice we count it but a priv- 
llege to take our share as he did 
his, feeling that the early passing 
of one life may bring the saving 
of many others if victory be but 
speeded. 

The accurate and speedy trans- 
mittal of casualty reports from 
battlefields everywhere to Amer- 
ican families at home isn’t just a 
job to the 80 officers and 2200 
civilians working in the casualty 
branch in the office of the Adju- 
tant General of the Army. It’s a 
human, personal responsibility. 

So from the moment armed 
couriers bring in sealed pouches 
of machine-punched cards until 
the hidden news in the cards’ 
holes is translated, verified and 
dispatched to relatives named by 
the men as their emergency ad- 
dressees, the men and women in 
the casualty branch try to operate 
as if they were the recipients in- 
stead of the senders of the mes- 


sages.

ECP VERY piece of paper you 
Fi toucn in here is a heartbreak 
for someone,” explains Col. 
George F. Herbert, tall, command- 
ing casualty chief, who also isa the 
one person authorized by the Sec- 
retary of War to declare a miss- 
ing soldier officially dead. 

Just now, Col. Herbert’s chief 
project is to discourage people 
from accepting telephone reports 
on casualties. The War Depart- 
ment sends telegrams and ilet- 
ters. 

“We've had hundreds of re- 
ports of these false notifications,” 
he fumed. “There’s been a regu- 
lar epidemic of them in Balti- 
more, Cleveland and here in 
Washington. We've asked the 
F. B. I. and military intelligence 
to look into it, to see whether 
the calls were enemy-inapired, but 
so far they've found no evidence 
to that effect.” 

The other day a farmer down 
South called Washington. A voice 
on the telephone had said: “You 
have a son overseas?” When he 
agreed, the farmer was told: “He's 
been killed in action. Where do 
you want his remains sent?” He 
and his wife were desolate. Then 
a friend remembered that no 
bodies are being sent home at 
this time and suggested the 
couple check, The son was alive 
and well. 

The volume of work done by 
the casualty branch in wings 
scattered over three floors of 
the World War I “temporary” 
stuccoed buildings on Constitu- 
tion avenue is almost unbeliev- 
able. 

They’re equipped to process, 
verify, check and dispatch 6000 
telegrams in a day and often have 
that many to send. In addition 
to the telegrams, the branch just 
now is daily sending out 5000 
letters describing progress of the 
wounded, .1000 to 1200 letters of 
condolence to families of the 
dead and letters of explanation 
to kinsmen of those missing, and 
650 messages of cheer from rela- 
tives to men in hospitals over- 
seas. 

The telephone rings constantly.

men to check on constitutents’ 
casualty reports. For the last 
month, calls in and out have av- 
eraged 1300 a day with 1600 on 
one record-breaker last week. 
Eight operators handle them with 
the help of 20 searchers. Always 
the wife or father or other rela- 
tive that the soldier himself 
named to receive news of him 
comes first. Until the telegram 
has been sent out and received by 
the emergency addressee, other 
requests for news are refused. 


The information emptoyes under 
Capt. Clark Marshall who man 
the telephones and receive the 
callers have to be experts—able 
to quiet a bitter mother or con- 
sole a wife, 

“There's humor sometimes 
though,” reported Mrs. Ruth Ben- 
nett. “After one long harangue 
I asked a girl if she were calling 
about a casualty. ‘No, he’s a 
Corporal,” she replied. A woman 
whose husband had written her 
from North Africa for $30 called 
here from the West Coast to ask 
us what he wanted the money for, 

“One woman told. me,” she 
continued, “that if her husband 
didn’t have any better sense than 
to let himself be taken as a pris- 
oner of war, she wanted a divorce. 
I think I convinced her it wasn't 
his fault.” 

Out in the hall, I learned that 
Mrs, Bennett herself had lost a 
son in the South Pacific in De- 
cember, 1942, and had come to 
Washington with her husband to 
take a war job. She asked for 
one where she could deal with 
other bereft parents. 

Early in the war, casualty re- 
ports were received by radio and 
cable. They were garbled and un- 
garbled, coded and decoded, and 
there was some chance for error. 
Now only 5 per cent of the reports 
are sent home that way. The 
other 95 per cent are brought by 
officer air courier on machine- 
punched cards that look like a 
piece of player-piano roll. It’s 
much faster and more accurate, 
according to Col. Herbert. Dupli- 
cates are sent the next day after 
each shipment of cards in case of 
accident. : 

The cards are run through ma- 
chines here which translate the 
words which the holes denote and 
type them on casualty report 
forms, giving the casualty’s name, 
serial number, grade, branch, re- 
porting theater, type, date and 
place of casualty. When the 
branch is sure of identity the 
telegrams go to Western Union, 
via the signal corps. In cases of 
death, the files then go to the 
letter writers, who send confirma- 
tion in carefully written notes, not 
form letters, and information bul- 
letins about remains, personal ef- 
fects, gratuities, pay arrears, in-

N “missing in action” reports, 

the original wire is followed by 

a letter explaining what the 
term means, and promising a re- 
port in 90 days and eacn 90 days 
thereafter until the man is found 
or declared dead, It is explained 
that soldier’s pay and allotments 
continue ag long as they are pre- 
sumed alive. 

It is impossible for anyone to 
get additional information on a 
missing in action case until the 
enemy government reports it,” 
Colonel Herbert said, stressing the 
uselessness of writing in for more 
news. “The Germans are making 
an effort to live up to the Geneva 
convention. The Japs, to under- 
state it, are not doing so well.” 


If a “captured” telegram fs sent 
out, it is followed by another if 
the enemy reports the man a pris- 
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oner. Telegrams reporting prison- 
ers of war announce that a letter 
follows from the Provost Marshal

The original telegrams to faml- 
lies of seriously wounded men 
now give a hospital APO to 
which they may write.

When this deal occurred at a 
prominent New York club, the ex-

West opened a 
club, and the contract could not 
be made. Four spades, of course, 
‘would have been a cinch, 


Both partners agreed that their 
bidding had been logical through- 
out and that the result was “just 
one of those things.”

I agree that South’s bidding 
wag flawless, s0 we must look 
more closely at North’s. Why the 
three no trump? Why not three 
no trump?

The actual players seemed to as- 
sume that failure on North’s part 
to raise no trump would have been 
tantamount to a warning that he 
could not play at no trump, and 
since this was not the case, that 
any other bid would have been 
misleading.
